The alarm for this blaze was turn­ 
ed in shortly before ll o’clock. Fire­ 
men, who reached the scene of the 
blaze first, attempted to extinguish 
the flames with chemical tanks, hut 
these were unavailing, and the Boyd 
pumper was swung into action from 
a plug at the comer of Fifth and 
Hanover streets. 
The origin of the blaze is undeter­ 
mined.
